Jimmy Hines, the New York bon vi- 


vant who secured a thousand dollars a 
week for giving his political protection 
to the Dutch Schultz racket while he was 
also distributing Democratic patronage, 
wouldn't take the witness stand on his 
trial. 


He listened to Torn Dewey build up 


a powerful case nut of a great many pieces 
of evidence even as a mosaic is put to- 
gether into a beautiful representation al- 
though made out of chips and particles. 


Mr. Hines was merely taking advan- 


tage of his constitutional prerogative. He 
wouldn't submit to questioning. He had a 
perfect right to say of any question asked 
him, "I decline to answer, your honor." 


Mr. Roosevelt is not to be compared 


to a man with the record of Hines. But 
their silence at a time when each should 
speak out, although for different reasons, 
does mean the same thing, that is, that 
neither wishes to have his acts known and 
discussed. 


Hines couldn't give a good explana- 


tion. He 
was 
afraid of still further 


questions being asked besides those that 
related to the evidence already submit- 
ted. 
He knew very well that 
if he 


took the witness stand he would get off 
It looking worse than wh'en he got on. 


That is very much the position of the 


officeholder who will not debate the is- 
sues. He fears questions. A joint de- 
bate turns emphasis on those questions. 
It 'centers all the calcium lights of pub- 
licity on those questions. They simply 
must be answered. To ignore them is 
fatal, a confession of defeat. 


The questions that Mr. Willkie is re- 


peating to the White House day after day 
now go unanswered although the Repub- 
lican nominee represents at least 20 mil- 
lion American voters. In a joint debate 
they would have to be answered. That 
is why there is no joint debate. The Pres- 
ident of the United States didn't dare 
defend his conduct on the platform ex- 
cepting as he repeats some speeches care- 
fully written to avoid meeting the issues. 


Wouldn't the public like to know an 


answer to some of these Willkie ques- 
tions:

But he detailed a thousand items 


that together make "a great ball of fire" 
that may burn away his own principles or 
convince the student that bad as the Ital- 
ian influence and purpose have been Ethi- 
opia was worse before Rome came.

gutter but in a sewer under the gutter. 
Its cruelties and tortures would make a 
refined maniac bow himself out as beaten. 
Men were fastened by short chains to the 
center of huts and kept there years with- 
out end moving around like beasts. Boys 
had hands and feet cut off, usually the 
right hand and the left foot, as punish- 
ment for trivial youthful and impulsive 
acts. Filth predominated everywhere, lep- 
ers roamed the streets, sore-covered men- 
dicants lined the highways. 
If some re- 


sourceful man were to try to figure out 
how to abase the human race and make it 
awful in the sight of all he would prob- 
ably adopt Ethiopia without amendment. 


Hard cases are likely to make bad 


rules. Of course, every people who have 
been in possession of a land for a long 
period are entitled to be left alone. But 
Ethiopia and its wretchedness must be 
made an exception. Certainly under the 
Fascisti, however harsh or intemperate, it

Waabinfton—When Cordell Hull wants to 


turn on his Tennessee mountain wrath he can 
do a magnificent job, and the word which 
leaked out of his inner sanctum is that this was 
the kind of a job he did when Japanese Ambas- 
sador Horinouchi called on him just after the 
United States had decided to recall its citizens 
from China. 


The Hull dressing down, together with inter- 


nal reactions in Japan, seems to have cooled off 
tne Japanese somewhat. Intelligence reports 
reaching Washington indicate that danger of a 
Japanese declaration of war against Britain, 
over the opening of the Burma Road, is ebbing. 
What the Japanese are expected to do is to 
subject the Burma Road, with its incoming sup- 
plies of munitions for the Chinese army, to as 
intensive a bombing as is possible from air bas- 
es in South China and adjacent French Indo- 
China. 


As far as any attack upon the United States is 


concerned, all the reports received in army and 
navy circles—and they have been studying the 
situation as carefully as they know how—are 
that Japan cannot and will not risk war with 
the United States. 


In the first place, her navy has fuel oil for 


only two and a half months. Her army has gaso- 
line for only three months. And perhaps even 
more important, there is reported to be con- 
siderable division of opinion inside the Japan- 
ese government. 


One group, headed by Prince Konoye, feels 


that Japan is merely being used by Hitler and 
the Axis to scare the United States away from 
more aid to the British. In fact, Konoye vigor- 
ously opposed 'signing the alliance, but finally 
had to yield to more aggressive Foreign Minis- 
ter Matsuoka and the war minister. In addition, 
American observers detect an uneasy feeling 
among the Japanese people and increasing rum- 
blings of unrest. 


Note—Few foreign policies have met with 


greater unanimity inside the state department 
than the American attitude on the Far East. 
There have been some differences with other 
cabinet members who wanted to take an even 
stronger stand, but inside the state department, 
Hull and Welles are 100 per cent together.

Also, these 
"drives" became so frequent that many people either 
were fed up with the constantly repeated annoyance 
of solicitation, or simply couldn't afford to give any

The tremendous sums of public 


money being expended for relief 
and charity greatly restrict the flow 
of gifts, for two reasons. The tax 
burdens necessary to support them 
reduce the incomes of potential giv- 
ers. The billions spent by govern- 
ment make some people believe that 
there is no longer necessity for pri- 
vate giving. 


The fact is that the necessity is 


greater than 
ever. 
Lour interest 


rates have cut the revenue of many 
endowed charities in half or worse. 
Public doles can never cover the 
area of need. 
Finally, no warm 


hearted American can ever feel 
quite satisfied with charity enforc- 
ed, or to leave -his humanitarian- im- 
pulses to acts of congress. If there 
had been far more voluntary shar- 
ing through past years, there would 
be less regimented sharing today— 
with all the political evils that en- 
tails. 


The demands upon us all are great 


fcnd the woes of the world will 
greatly Increase them. 
It will be 


well for us to remember that there 
are still great woes in our own coun- 
try and that there is nothing in the 
least selfish In the motto: "Charity 
begins at home." 


Starvation of women and children, 


malnutrition, disease and even death 
to the weak, the helpless and the 
aged have become deliberate weap- 
ons of war. We can't help that, but 
we don't want to become a party to 
it Certainly we shall not let these 
evils in upon our own people by di- 
verting our help from them until we 
have insured that every needy case 
has been attended to the limit of our 
power to give.
